The rav- 
pings followed the sisters when they left 
the house and created a great sen- 
Sation at the time, some commuhnica- 
uons being received which, according to 
the Spiritualistic benef, proved the presence 
of intelligences outside ot the persons pres- 
ent. The Fox sisters exhibited their powers 
frequently, although acommittee which met 
at Buffaio ana examined into the matter de- 
clared that the manifestations were not gen- 
nine.

THEY VOTED A DYING MAN,

Enterprising Democrats carried a dying 
man to the polis in the Eiguteenth Ward 
during the afternoon ana made him cast a 
ballot for Mahoney. The invalid was Charles 
Loftus, a tramp lodger at the Logan lodging- 
house on Canai street, and he was dying 
from dropsy. Mike Crowley, a saloonkeeper 
and of course a strong friend of Mahoney, 
was out working like a Trojan for his brother 
saloonkeeper.

Ransom has admitted to probate the will of 
the late James Phelan, who was one of tne 
' imvested money in or around 
city. Mr. Phelan made something 
„ mihon and a dalf before 
the war and then moved his family to Paris, 
where they have resided ever since. At Mr. 
Pheian’s’ death in 1887 the value of his prop- 
erty had greatly increased. He left a widow, 
® son, and. two daughters. The eldest 
daughter married, in 1861, Count Ga- 
briac, a distinguished member of the 
French nobility, and the youngest 
daughter in 1865 wedded Count de Narbonne 
ara, who has always been a prominent figure 
i French politics, having at one time served 
in the Chamber of Deputies. Young Phelan 
married a Russian Countess, ana while 
his father lived his hfe was toler- 
ably quiet. He owned à beautiful man- 
sion located in the most fashionable part 
of Paris. By the terms of his. father’s will 
the son, who had originally been given a one- 
fourth interest in the estate outright, was 
cut off with a one-quarter life interest. The 
residue of the estate was divided between 
the mother and two daughters. The United 
States Insurance and Trust Company 
was tamed in the will as the trustee. 


Young Phelan brought an action for the rev- | 


ocation of the clause concerning his own in- 
dividual interest, claiming that his two sis- 
ters by fraudulent representations had in- 
duced his father to add that codicil. 
To this action the sisters objected, 
but the evidence has only just been re- 
ceived from abroad which enabled the Surro- 
gate to make his finding in ine case. A spe- 
cial commission was appointed to take evi- 
dence in various parts of France and Switzer- 
land where young Phelan was in the habit of 
stopping, and,as his sisters claimed,squander- 
ing his money, At Luzera, Switzerland, was 
found ample evidence of the mania for erect- 
ing moruments As a result of this craze 
several costly piles of marble ornament the 
modest graveyard of this little Swiss resort. 
it was of no earthly consequence to Mr. 
Phelan whether he knew any of the people 
whose memory he sought to perpetu- 
ate, and during his stay in the place 
he saw to it that the most humble 
peasant who had the misfortune to die was 
suitably remembered. He was equally iavish 
in making presents to the living. The keep 
er of the inn at which Phelan stopped testi- 
fied before the commission that Phelan 
was continually making presents to every 
one end had at one time offered him 500 
francs as a tip. He also said that it 
was a common thing for Mr. Phelan to give 
the barmaid fifty francs for serving him a 
single drink. This reckless expenditure 
made a big hole in Phelan’s bank account 
and he is left with an income of only about 
$10,000 a year, or poverty for him. From the 
evidence taken abroad Surrogate Raasom 
finds there is no truth in the charges that 
Mr. Phelan was unduly influenced in making 
his will, and has admitted the document to

There was no 
question of hours or of recognition of the 
union involved: The workmen had the 
eight-hour day and the union was recognized 
by the “bosses,” which was illustrated by 
the Master Plumbers’ Association appoint- 
ing a committee to confer with a commitee 
of the men about a week ago. No com- 
promise was reached, however; the master 
plumbers decided not to yieid to the demand. 
This action was explained by President Hugh 
Watt and Samuel Youngof E. Baggot & 
Co., which firm does not belong to the Master 
Plumbers’ Asséciation, but is in sympathy 
with it in the present difficulty. 

The argument used by the employers was 
this: Tour plan would compel us to take 
@oor workmen at the highest wages. It 
would materially increase our expenses, as 
the poor workmen are more numerous than 
the good ones. It has asserted that the 
classification keeps men down among 
the second-class workers, If a man has 
mastered his trade iet him ask for higher 
wages. If be does not get them let him go 
somewhere eise.

NEW MEN COMING.

THE TOWN ELECTIONS YESTERDAY. 

Republican apathy and the bickerings 
among some of the would-be local Republican 
leaders gave the Democratic City-Hall and 
Junior Tammany gangs a general victory in 
the Aldermanic and township elections. 

As had been anticipated for some days the 
jealousy zof the rival Republican fac- 
tions in the South Town resulted in the 
defeat of Marcus A. Farwell and the 
election of Richards, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Assessor. Maj. De Young, tue de- 
feated candidate for Assessor in the Repub- 
lican convention, did not accept the action of 
the convention as an unselfish, loyal Repub- 
lican should have done. He and his friends 
openly worked for the Democratic nominees 
yesterday at the polis in the Third Ward, 
and with the result that it gave a small ma- 
jority for Richards, though it is usually 
good for from 700 to 1,200 Republican 
majority. De Young seemed to be un- 
mindful of the fact that he enjoyed a 
lucrative office for four years through the 
grace of the Republican party and through 
the support of the men whom he couspired 
to defeat yesterday. Mr. Farwell’s associates 
on the South Town Republican ticket went 
down with him, though the majority against 
McKenna for Supervisor is a narrow one. 
Until the Republicans are through with 
faction fighting it seems hopeless to look for 
any more victories for the party in this city 
or county. 

In tne North Town the Democrats, who now 
hola two of the four town offices, captured 
the whole four, defeating Ball, the present 
Republican Collector, and Busse, the Repub- 
lican Town Clerk, who were candidates for 
reslecuon. This result was not unlooked for 
and may be considered in the light of a re- 
buke to certain Republican dickerers in the 
North Division. 

The Democrats also swept the board in the 
West Town, electing all their candidates by 
sweeping majorities notwithstanding the 
manner in which the nominations were se- 
oured.. The Republican Town Convention, 
however, invited defeat by nominating an 
exe6ptionally weak ticket. 

For the first ume in the history of Chicago 
since the evil days of the Ed Phillips-Mike 
Evans town gangs the Democrats will hold 
ali the offices of the three towns of the old 
city. What will they do with the power 
thus conferred on them by this election? In 
the new Chicago, the wards and townships 
annexed last June, the Republicans acquitted 
themselves more creditdbly than in the old 
city, All the Republican nominees for town 
officers were elected in Hyde Park by good 
majorities, and four of the six Aldermen 
from there continue to be good Republic- 
ans. In Lake View also the Republican 
nominees for town officers have been elected 
by good majorities, while in the Town of 
Lake the Republican candidate for Super- 
visor beat his Democratic opponent. Lake, 
too, will be represented in the next Council 
by three good Republicans, who will be able 
to offset tLe votes of the three Democratic 
members. 

The Republicans appear to be better organ- 
ized and more harmonious in the new wards 
than in the old ones. That accounts for their 
greater success yesterday. 


A DISAPPOINTING BILL. 

The .McKinley tariff bill shows that the 
Ways ana Means Committee has almost

| demand for tariff reform. Listening for days 
and weeks to the representatives of special 
interests who, on the committee’s invitation, 
burried to Washington to support their tariff 
bounties and get more if possible, the com- 
mittee reached the remarkable conclusion 
that the country at large wanted such 
changes as advance prices on consum- 
ers and enable a few persons to pile up great 
fortunes, The duty on tin-piate, for instance, 
will advance the cost of the dinner-pail and 
the milk-can and the coffee-pot, but it is im- 
posed in the belief thas it will aid in the es- 
tablishment of a big platemaking plant at 
Pittsburg and the development of more 
‘millionaires like Carnegie. The committee 
seems to think tariff-produced millionaires 

The 
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as to increase the cost of living to consumers 
and enable a few special interests to charge 
more and get rich rapidly has been the great 
him of the McKinley committee. 

When the McKinley bill comes before the 
House it should receive radical amenamentor 
it will not prove at aligatisfactory to the peo- 
ple. Every increase of tax should be knocked 
out. The tariff reform that is wanted is not 
that which will help individuals here and 
there to charge higher prices and get rich 
faster than they have been doing, The 
change désirea is one which, while not over- 
looking the producing class, wall aim to bene- 
fit the consuming millions by cheapening the 
cost of Urmg. Congressmen must change 
the bill in the interest of the people who do 
not visit Washington and who are never 
heard in the room of the Committeeon Ways 
and Means hounding it for higher bounties. 
People who are getting rich by the aid of 
nigh tariff duties, or hope to do 80, were 
heard by the committee and the bill reported 
is framedin accordance with their selfish 
desires. It will now be the duty of Congress- 
men to see that the bill is revised and ocor- 
recived witha view to reduce unnecessary 
taxes, cut down artificial and excessive prof- 
its, and supply substantial relief to the great 
body of the people rather than fresh boun- 
ties to be the spoil of millionaires and trusts, 
Representative Payson expressed the 
lar sentiment when he said that what the 
people of tne West wanted was not an in- 
crease of the tariff but a reduction of duties 
all along the line. 


THE RECENT TORNADO, 

It is now possible to obtain a very clear 
view of the recent cycione as well as of the 
actual damages occasioned by it. The storm 
originated in Utah m the region of the 
Rocky Mountains tne morning of the 26th 
ult., and the same night had reached the in- 
terior of Colorado. During that night it had 
penetrated to Eastern Kansas, and Thursday 
morning was in Iowa and Missouri, central 
at Leavenworth, its effect being felt as far 
east as Chicago. East of the Mississippi 
River it encountered the warm currents from 
the South and rapidly developed into a 
tornado of fearful energy, which began its 
work of destruciion in Southern Llinois 
Thursday evening. It then entered Ken- 
tucky and swept ite way through Union, 
Webster, Urittenden, Breckinrndge, Hardin, 
and Davies Counties, leaving a wide swath 
of ruin behind it, until at last, about S o’clock, 
it hurled itself upon the deyoted city of 
Louisville, and after completing its dreadfui 
work crossed the river, taking Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., ia its course, and finally dissipat- 
ing itself in Southeastern Indiana. The cen- 
ter of the main storm Friday morning was 
over Lake Erie, and that night it closed its 
long journey from Utah on the Atlantic 
coast, passing away over New Engiand and 
Nova Scotia, At the time of the Louisville 
calamity the storm center was in Southeast- 
ern Ilinois, but its circle was a. inter- 
secting Central Minnesota on north. 
Pennsylvania on the east, the Gulf of Mexico 
on the south, and Nebraska on the west. It 
was near this storm center that the influence 
of the Southern current was felt, developing 
into the tornadoes that wrought such havoc. 
In discussing the agencies‘at work upon the 
production of these local tornadoes along the 
outer edge of the storm, the New York Herald 
throws out an interesting suggestion. It 
says! 

The current theory that tornadoes are caused 
by the conflict of air currents of very different 
temperatures accounts but in part for Thurs- 
day's storms. Just such conflicts have frequently 
taken place in the West and Southwest of late 
and no tornado has ensued. It is true that Prof. 
Ferrel and other American meteorologistg have 
ably defended this theory. But, after all, there 
may be a factor in the causation of the tornado 
which is lacking in their explanation. 

The greatupper current from the southwest, 
moving with fabulous velocities overhead, cer- 
tainly plays an all important part in 
the genesis. of such tempests, and until 
science has determined just how and 
when this current assists in generating « 
tornado it is impossible to get at the bottom 
facts. But the evidence which modern research 
affords goes to show that the tornado’s whirl de- 
rives its chief destructive power from the im- 
pulse which it receives from the terrific upper 
current dipping or descending toward the earth 
in that quadrant of the general cyclone which is 
most exposed to its surges 


We may safely conclude that where this mighty 
and invisible rush of air—represeating the ro- 
turn northward of all the air which forms sur- 
face trade winds of the globe—is absent no tor- 
nado will be formed and that when itis present 
the most disastrous tornadoes are likely to oc- 
cur. 

The returns of the fatalities by the torna- 
do are not yet all in. *itis probable, indeed, 
that some persons were killed in the thinly- 
settled regions of Northwestern Kentucky 
whose names will never be known. It is 
possible, however, to make a pretty accurate 
estimate of the loss of life. In Louisville 
the number of those killed outright and re- 
ceiving fatal injuries will not be far from 
120. In other parts of Kentucky 207 persons 
were killed, the largest fatalities being as 
follows: Clay, 50; Glasgow, 80; Blackford, 
29; Pooltown, 17; Kuttawa, 12; Eddyville, 
11; Dixon, 8; Sebree, 8; Marion, 7; and Bre- 
men, 6. In 12 other towns 31 persons were 
killed, the total for Kentucky being 827. In 
Illinois 56 persons were killed, the largest 
fatalities being as follows; Shiloh, 16; 
Little Prairie, 9; Grand Tower, 7; Mount 
Vernon, 5; Vienna, 4; Poplar Ridge, 4; 
Metropolis, 3; and Oarbondale, 3. In In- 
diana 22 were killed, 18 at Green 
River and 4 at Hvansville. In Tennessee 
were killed, 8 at Gallatin and 1 at 
Rogana. The total is 414, but it is probable 
that in round numbers 500 lives were lost. 
It is almost impossible to make an accurate 
estimate of the value of property destroyed, 
but it may be generally stated as follows: 
Kentucky, $3,000,000; Iilinois, $800,000; In- 
diana, $325,000; Tennessee, $150,000. 


THE NEW YORK SHERIF?F’S BOODLE. 

At the hearing of the Senate investigating 
committee in the matter ot the “Tammany 
corruptions Saturday last the testimony was 
largely confined to figures and accounts, but 
the story which they teli is quite as inter. 
esting as the other features of the infamous 
Democratic scandal. Among the witnesses 
was Joel O. Stevens, who was specially com- 
petent to speak of irregular practices in the 
Sheriff's office, as he has been identified with 
it since 1854. His testimony particularly cov- 
ered the ground of the last six administra- 
wons, As an Under-Sheriff for Sheriff Davia- 
son, Grant's predecessor, he had general su- 


pervision of the books that were kept, but be 


knew of no books that showed the extra com- 
pensations or what the Sheriff's profits were, 
though he knew that they were large. In 
1888 Sheriff Grant, now the Democratic Mayor 
of New York, got $15,000 for reporting cen- 
victions to the Scoretary of State, which is 
ynly one item. Of tuis amount two-thirds 
were profit, Upon an inquiry from the Chair- 
man of the committee he thought that $25,00u 
ayear would be a reasonable salary for the 
Sheriff, but was decidedly of opinion that if 
he had the choice he would prefer the fees to 
this salary. He knew n 
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to $10,000 by extortion, and that a consider- 
able sum besides had to be paid over to the 
organization, that is, Tammany Hall, the 
amount of boodle that was distributed in this 
den of thieves may be comparatively re- 
alized. And what hope of reform is there! 
In an interview with Richard Croker, the 
present head of Tammany, who has con- 
veniently absented himself during this in- 
vestigation, that gentleman indulges in a 
fine burst. of virtuous indignation and ap- 
proves of turning out all the rascals in Tam- 
many, which would result in a general break- 
up of that organization. Mayor Grant, how- 
ever, in an interview cites the cases of all 
the Tammany chieftains of recent remem- 
brance in support of his claim that they have 
invariably yielded to the influence of the 
worst elements in tne organization, and is 
confident that Mr. Croker’s time will come if 
he remains at the head of Tammany. And 
who knows better about this than Mayor 
Grant, 


THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY EVIL. 

There has been inaugurated under the aus- 
pices ot, the Evangelical Union of New Or- 
leans a weil organized and resolute move- 
ment to prepare the way for crushing out 
that monstrous iniquity known as the Louis- 
jana Lottery company. The Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, and Tennessee Baptist State Con ven- 
tions have already taken the field against it, 
and other religious bodies are moving in the 
matter. The first named convention unani- 
mously adopted a resolution that the 
Louisiana State Lottery be pronounced evil 
only, evil continually,’ and that the ministry 
of this convention pledge themselves not 
only to denounce itas such but they obligate 
themselves in all righteous ways to seek to 
create and develop such a sentiment against 
it that no one, much less a church member, 
will offend by patronizing it, orin any way 
encourage its perpetuation.” 

In addition to this action a petition has 
been forwarded to the President of the 
United States, signed by representative min- 


isters, laymen, lawyers, and business-men . 


of New Orieans, asking him in the interests 
of National and State prosperity and in be- 
half of morality and integrity not to make 
any appointments on the recommendation of 
those interested in the perpetuation of this 
evil and to refuse the patronage of the cus- 
tom-house, Post-Office Department, the rev- 
enue service, and the mint in the State to it, 
and thus head off the lottery company in its 
effort to control the State and National 
patronage for the purpose of securing a per- 
manent lease of life. The petition further 
says: 

The signers.of the petition to the President of 
the United States ask the several and various 
religious bodies, religious papers, and ministry 
of the United States to take such action, publish 
such articies, and from pulpit and platform to 
say such things as will put them in alignment 
with their brethren in New Orleans, to create a 
sentiment througbout the Nation that will make 
it impossible for the lottery company to secure a 
new charter or vend their tickets anywhere. 
The development of such a sentiment fies with 
the religious teachers and press largely. We de- 
lieve that the secular press (as it is doing in 
some localities) will givé us substantial sympa- 
thy and aid. It surely will chronicle our move- 
ments and success, 


Without the aid of the National Govern- 
ment the Louislaaa Lottery company could 
not exist a month. It is a party to the great 
fraud and should be go no longer. The busi- 
ness of the companp really centers in the 
New Orleaus Post-Office, It sends out an 
average of 14,000 and ‘receives 7,000 letters 
Waily. It daily disposes of 1,500 postal orders 
and 3.000 registry return cards. The statis- 
tics show that the lottery company receives 
80 per cent of all ordinary letters, two-thirds 
of all postal letters, two-thirds of all the 
registered letters, and one-half the total mail 
of New Urieans. The registered letters are 
fraudulently addressed to the New Orleans 
National Bank, hence a Government bank 
and Government depository is lending its 
name to the fraudulent transmission of 
gambling matter through the mails. Reno,” 
the able correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette, in summing up the rela- 
tions of the Government to the lottery, says: 


The fair summary is the fair condemnation. 
The Government appears as the willing dupe; 
as, in effect, accessory béfore the fact; as prac- 
tically a party in evasion of its own laws and 
prostitugon of its own mails; as aiding and abet- 
ting as general agent in a system of general rob- 
bery; as lending the Nawonal arm in further- 
ance of the National gambling hell; as running 
its New Orleans Post-Office in practical collusion 
with the lottery; as allowing like collusion on 
the part of Government banks and Government 
depositories; as general promoter of the gam- 
blers’ revenues and carrier of the gamblers’ re- 
turns; as exposing its own empiloyés to constant 
and needless temptation; as joining hands with 
thieves in the rearing of thieves; as a party in 
degradation of the serviee and corruption of the 
public morals; as in all, in fact, the respoasible 
party. 

Now what is tobe done? Evidently the 
thing todo isfor the National Government 
to withdraw from this unnatural and im- 
moral partnership, and for Congress to 
mature such legislation as will debar the 


company from the use of the mails. It is tne 


duty of the Government to aid the movement 


which has been inaugurated by the opponenta 
of the lottery, and public seatiment, which 
was strong enough to keep it out of North 
Dakota, if properly organized and directed, 
can also do much to crush it out in Louisiana. 
lt has debauched politics, controlled courts, 
dictated candidates, dominated business in- 
terests, robbed, fleeced, and swindled thou- 
sands and demoralized thousands of others. 
Its power for evil is not only great, but in- 
creasing every year, and it 1s now time that 
honest people throughout the country should 
come to the help of the people of Louisiana 
who are fighting it, and assist them to wipe 
out this Nauonal disgrace. It is time that 
Congress should do its duty and drive it out 
of the mails. 


— APPELLATE COURT LAW. 

Twelve years ago the Legislature created 
the Appellate Court, a sew tribunal, coming 
midway between the trial courts and the 
Supreme Court. The lawyers who put it 
through said it would relieve both the Su- 
preme Court and litigants. It has done the 
first but not the second. The suitor, in 
search of that speedy justice which the Con- 
stitution guaraatees him but the Legislature 
has never given him, tindsa new bar athwart 
his path as he journeys slowly from the trial 
to the Supreme Court, and it takes him time 
and money to get past an obstruction which 
he is told is for his special benefit. 

The only htigants who are benefited are 
those in damage suits or suite on contracts, 
where the amount is less than a thousand 
dollars. In such cases the Appellate Court 
has final jurisdiction, Its nets catch these 
minnows, but the bigger fish, after being 
stopped a year or two, press on through 
them. Suits involving franchises, freehoids, 
and the validity of statates are carried di- 
rectly to the Supreme Court. That~ still 
leaves a mass of cases, however, which have 
to go to the Appellate Court, even though the 
appellant would be glad to jump it, but in 
which that court has no final j tion. 
Men are so obstinate and stubborn de- 
feated suitor rarely ) 0 amg 
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ot it in such high terms. It 
they can fry considerable fat out of their 
The reason they give why such suits should 
continues to drag their slow length along 
through a court that can’t decide finally is 
that these intermediate Jndages chew up the 
victuals for the Supreme Court so that the 
latter can digest them more easily!

But whatever the reason 
may be, there should be no intermediate 
court between che tribunal that tries the case 
and the one that decides it.

GENERAL NEWS FKOM WASHINGTON, 


John Pope Hodnett Wants Congress to 
Help Him Recover His Titles, 

WasutneTon, D. C., April 1.—[Special. ]|— 
John Pope Hodnett’s Chicago friends will be 
glad to know that he has at last overcome 
his modesty and asked Congress for his 
rightful inberitance. A memorial introduced 
by Senator Call and referred to the Judici- 
ary Committee recites that certain volumi- 
nous documents submitted relate to the pe- 
tition of the “Hon. John Pope Hodnett,” 
requesting the American Government, 
through the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives, to act as an 
arbitrator between himself and the English 
Government of Great Britain ana Ireiand for 
the recovery of his estates in England, Ire- 
land, Scotland, and Wales, and also his titles 
in the English, Irish, Scotch, ana Welsh 
peerage, involving the Earidom of March, 
tne Earidom of Shrewsbury, the Dukedom 
of Buckingham and the Dukedom of York 
in England, the Dukedom of Leinster, and 
the Dukedom of Clarence, the Marquisate of 
Waterford and the Earldoms of Clare, Musk- 
ery, of Belvaire or Beltast, and Cork in Ire- 
land. All ot which has been in the posses- 
sion and was the property of his ancestors in 
England. Ireland, Scotland, and Wales for 
over 600 yeats previous to the Confiscation 
act of William and Mary in 1601. 

CAPT. MOUNT TO BE RESTORED. 

The House Military Committee today 
agreed to report favorabiy the bill to restore 
John F. Mount, late Captain Third Artillery 
to the army with the rank of Captain, an 
authorizing tae President to piace him on the 
retired list; aise the bill to relieve Charles S.

Mount) became intoxicated again. The 
lonel filled it out, sent it in. and President 
Arthur accepted it. There has always been 
a feeling that Capt. Mount was barshiy dealt 
with. He is at present Superintendent of 
the Washington Monument. 
TO INQUIRE INTO CROOKEDNESS. 

In the House today Mr. Oates ot Alabama, 
from the Committee on the Judiciary, re- 
ported a resolution reciting that it is alleged 
dy the Attorney-General that in many United 
States District Courts the practice of sus- 
pending sentences after convicti n crimi- 
nal cases prevails without warrant of law, 
and that in some parts of the country United 
States District-Attorneys, Marshals and dep- 
uties, and United S.ates Commissioners have 
been guilty of maladmimistrauon and cor- 
ruption in office, and directing the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary to inquire into the ex- 
tent, cause, and effect of such illegal practice. 
Adopted. 

FAITH IN TOM REED’S FUTURE.

ADULTERATED LAGER-BEER. 

Senator Stewart today introduced a bill 
regulating the maoufacture, sale, and impor- 
tation of jager-beer. For the purpose of the 
act, lager-beer is defined to be a beverage 
made éxclusively from hops, malt, and water. 
Any other fluid is designated as adulterated 
lager-beer. The bill imposes taxes upon 
brewers of and dealers in adulterated lager- 
peer, with heavy penaities for failure to take 
out the license. All packages contamine the 
beverage shail be branded “ aduiterated.”’ 
Aduiterated lager-beer importers shail pay 
the duty imposed on lager-beer.

| SCHOOLS AND TEXT-BUOKS. 


1OW4A’s LEGISLATORS WRESTLE WITH 
SEVERAL EDUCATIONAL SUBJECTS. 


4 Dispute as to the Location Defeats the 
Normal School Project in the Senate— 
Teo Many Towns Wanted to Secure the 
Institution — The House Discusses the 
Question of the Buying of Text- Books 
for the Public Schools—The State and 
District Purchase Projects Debated. 


Des Mornes, Ia., April 1.—[Special.]—The 
Senate spent the day discussing the questiop 
Of establishing new normal schools, while 
the House gave the afternoon session to the 
text-book question witnout reaching any con- 
clusion. In we Senate the special order was 
the bill providing for the appropriation of 
$50,000 for a new normal school at Algoua in 
case the Legisiature should decide to estab- 
lish such a school. As soon us the author of 
the bill bad presented his case an amend- 
ment was offered providing for the establish- 
ment of three new normal schools, provided 
that the towns where such schools are lo- 
cated should give suitabie buildings for 
these schools. -This precipitated a 
fight. which had been brewing for 
some time, Ever since the Legislature was 
organized there has been a strong effort 
made to have an additonal normal school 
locatea. Representatives of thirteen different 
cities of the State appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Normal Schools, urging the claims 
of their respective jocalities. Finally the 
committees in both Houses recommended the 
establishment of such a school at Algona. 
Then the Representatives of some of :ue 
other places brought out a bill providing for 
the establishment of three schools, ana re- 
quiring that the schools be located 
by a commission and the cities 
selected to furnish the buildings 
free. This was the bill that was proposed as 
an amendment in the Senate today. The 
argument was made that the three schools 
under this bill would cost the State no more 
than the one which the bill proposed to lo- 
cate at Algona. Several amendments were 
offered and defeated, and finally the amend- 
meut providing for three schools was adopted 
by a vote of 25 yeas, 22 nays. The amended 
bill was thea placed upon its passage and de- 
feated by a vote of 15 yeas, 31 nays, the sup- 
porters of Aigona voting in the negative. A 
motion to nsider was flied, but mere is 
httle hope that any new normal school will 
be established. 

SKIRMISHING OVER TEXT-BOOKS. 

In the House the first skirmish on the text- 
book question came up on the motion to sub- 
stitute the report of the minority of the Com- 
mittee on Text-Books for the majority report. 
The minority report embodied a bill which 
proviged for the selection of a Board of 
Text-Book Commissioners, to consist of 
three competent educators of the State, 
to be selected bY, the Governor, 
Superintendent of ublic Instruction, 
and President of the State Normal Schooi. 
This Board has to advertise in a daily paper 
in Des Momes for bids for furnishing the 
text-books for the State fora period of five 

ears, the books to be on the following sub- 
ects:' Spelling, reading, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy, Engl.sh grammar, physiology, United 
States history, and a graded series of writ- 
ing-beoks. The price at which these books 
are to be furnished varies according to the 
bili fro: five cents for writing books to 85 
cents for geographies. The books furnished 
are to be equal to the best books now in use 
in schools, and the publishers securing the 
contract to file a bond of $50,000 
for the performance of the contract. 
Within sixty days after the execution of the 
contract the books are to be delivered to at 
least three agents in each county, to be sold 
by them at tne contract prices. 

The bill recommended by the majority of 
the committee is a straight district purchase 
bill with the provision that when the major. 
ity of the electors of ten or more school 
districts in any county shall petition for 
county uniformity this question shall be set- 
tled at the school meetings in March, and if 
decided in the affirmative ine County Super- 
intendent, Auditor, and Board of Super- 
visors shall constitate a County Board of 
Education to select a series of books for the 
county. 

The friends of the minority report were al- 
lowed to perfect their bill, and then Mr. 
Holbrook moved that it be substituted for 
the District Purchase bill recommended by 
the majority. 

This motion was supported by Smith of 
Mitchell Graeser, Lane, Chantry, and 
Head. Mr. McFarland spoke in support of 
the committee bill. He denied that any lobby 
was at work in the House in the interest of 
the District Purchase bill, and chailenged 
the opponents of the measure to prove that 
there was such a lobby here. He said that 
the people wanted cheaper books and dia not 
care by what means that result was reached. 
At the close of Mr. McFarland’s remarks the 
House adjourned and the discussion will be 
con zinued tomorrow. 

In the Senate petitions containing the sig- 
natures of over one thousand business-men

The Trunk Line Trying to Whip That 
Company Into the Traces—Their Suac- 
cess Means am Advancement of the 
Schedule Bet Chicage and the 
Northwest Before the Opening of Nav- 
igation—Prepsarations Made for Bring- 
ing About a change. : 

The railway officials who held a conference 
in New York last week over the subject of 
through rates between Eastern and North- 
western points did not arrive at a definite 
conclusion. Another meeting of the trunk 
line managers will be held in New York to- 
day to see what cam be done about settling 
the question, as the maintenance of rates 
next summer will depend on ,the establish- 
ment of joint lake and rail and all-raii 
tariffs. — 5 

At the former meeting General Manager 
Gordon of the Nor mern Steamship company, 
which worksin connection with the Great 
Nortnern railway (Manitoba), and whose 
opposition has prevented an agreement, de- 
fined his position by offering the following 
resolution: 

That the lake and rail rates on open of 
navigution, 1890, fram New York to St. Paul be 
established on the basis of 81, 66, 52, 40, 34, and 29 
cents via Lake Michigan and stanvard lines from 
Chicago and Milwaukee and that the lake and 
rail rates from New York to St. Paul via all 
Lake Superior, Gladstone, and Green Bay routes 
be established on the basis of 71, 58, 46, 36. 30, and 
26 cents, it being understood that the National 
lake and rail routes via Chicago shail be the 
same as the above, and that the usual iifferen- 
tials on business originating at Boston, Philadel 
phia, and Baltimore shall apply when said differ- 
entials shall have been established. 

A substitute for the above was offered and 
accepted by Mr. Gordon, making the all-rail 
and lake and rail rates between the seaboard 
and St. Pau! as follows:

Atter President James J. Hill’s views had 
been ascertained a resolution was introduced 
providing that the rates be fixed on the basis 
of 91, 74, 60, 4, and 82 cents by Lake 
Michigav standard lines via Chicago and 
Milwaukee, and the rates via Lake Superior 
points on the basis of M, 66, 54, 42, 34, and 29 
cents, the Nationai Dispatch raves lake and 
rail via Chicago to be the same as tne last 
named. lt was provided that these tariffs 
be contingeut on an advance in rates from 

to tne West and Northwest, the 
trunk lines to keep a record of tonnage 
all rail and lake amd rail to St. Paul ana 
Minneapolis via all routes.

§ FOR PAN-AMERICAN UNION. 


Ultimate Object of the International Cen- 
gress—Mr. Biaine’s Attitude on the Ques- 
tion. | 
WasHINeton, D. C., March 31.—[Pittsburg 

Dispatch. ]—Some time ago the writer penned 
for these columsa letter which seemed to 
himself as though it must be an exagger- 
ation of the facts, albeit the presentment 
Was made as it came to him. It was that the 
ultimate Object of the projectors or pro- 
jector of the Pan-American Congress was 
the practical union under one government 
of all the American Republics, for the pur- 
pose of plaving their combined genius and 
enterprise in competition with the rest of 
the worid—a sort of Pan-American Republic 
trust, as it were. 

Not that independent local, provincial, and 
State autonomy was to be destroyed, but that 
over all the congresses of all the States there 
should be a congress for international legis- 
lation, for the government ot ali the States 
as st the rest of the world. Tue ap- 
proaches to this were an intercontinental 
railroad to secure rapid transportation be- 
tween all of the American Republics, a com- 
mon coin for ali of the countries in the union, 
— as a matter of course, reciprocity in 

0. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
this apparently wiid statement was not far 
from iue truth. The intercontinentai railroad 
is an accomplished fact as far as the Pan- 
American Congress can make itso. The uni- 
versal American coin is quite as certain to be 
a dart ot the conclusions of the congress. 
The permanent parliament, composed of rep- 
resentatives of all the Republics, has its be- 
ginning in the so-calied court of arbitrawon, 
which will be primarily instituted for the 
purpose of settling disputes between any of 
the Republics, and will K naturally 
drift, by act of all the countries thus brought 
close together, into the condition of an inter- 
national parliament. It is but a small step 
from one to the other, and there is no greater 
argument against it than there is against a 
Cong! of the United States, the bus ness 
of which is to legislate in a general way for 
the interest of all the States. 

The grand stumbling-block just now in the 
way is the question of r@ciprocity in trade. 
As Was stated in a telegram to the a 
week or two ago—a statement that has been 
used and distorted -into many forms since 
that time — Secretary’ Blaine has favored 
complete reciprocity from the beginning. 
That was the one way in which the, grand 

irpose of the congress could be accom- 

lished, which was to form a union of the 
publics for mutuality of business and po- 
litical interests. Without this mutuality 
would be an absurd fiction. But the broad 
ground occupied by Mr. Blaine seems to be 
too ad vanced for the timid natures of tne re- 
maioder of the Administration, and it is pos- 
sible that this question of questions will have 
to be deferred for the advent of a higher 
statesmunship. 

Whatever comes ot it, the thought was Mr. 
Bluine’s. Whatever comes of it, it was a 
grand thought, and it is to be regretted that 
any narrow and temporary interest should 
for a moment block the way toward its 
fructification. 

It will hardly be asserted that President 
Harrison is a stronger advocate of the pro- 
tective tariff than Secretary Blaine, but the 
one foresees the v&st conclusions for 
that lie in free trade between the American 
Republics, through which their practical 
union in all thmgs would be accomplished, 
by which they would be invincible as against 
the rest of the world, individually or collect- 
ively; and the other—well, the other doesn’t 
see it. It is possible there will be little doubt 
m the minds of the public as to which has the 
keener vision. 

Many of Mr. Blaine’s political friends are 
convinced that he will yet be President of 
tne United States; but if he should never 
reach that most conspicuous office of the
